Float flowers, 
risky business

Despite the fact growing 
Flower Festival blossoms has 
all the risks inherent with any 
crop, plus a few. Glenn Adams 
manages to come up smelling 
like a — well a flower 
Adams is the man the 
Chamber of Commerce con* 
tracts with to grow the blos­ 
soms used on the Flower 
Festival Parade floats each 
year 
And so far. in four years of 
flower growing, he’s been able 
to retain the sweet fragrance of 
success 
The growing of the 13.000 or 
so blooms required each year is 
beset with many problems, 
which could deal severe set­ 
backs to the crop and the 
festival. 
“The biggest problem is get­ 
ting good seed Every year it's 
a real hassle You only get one 
shot at it and if you Wow it 
you're screwed." said Adams. 
“ Every seed company has a 
different nam e for each 
variety So I have to hunt for 
the reddest reds, the bluest 
blues, which always turn out to 
be lavender anyway, and so on 
‘ This year I had some trouble 
with rotten seeds The chamber 
would have ta r r e d and 
feathered me if we hadn t had 
enough blossoms But I think 
we'll have an adequate supply " 
It takes *4 to a pound of seeds 
for each acre planted Adams 
said All told he buys three to 
three and a half pounds of seed 
for the slightly more than three 
acres he plants, with while be­ 
ing the predominate variety. 
The second biggest problem, 
according to Adams, is the 
weather If you don t take her 
into consideration. Mother 
Nature can really throw a 
shovel into the works 
“An abnormally cold year 
could throw you off a couple of 
weeks and you would have 
flowers blooming the first or se­ 
cond week in July, which would 
be a little late." Adams said 
And it can work the other way 
around too 
“One year it was warm all 
spring the blooms were open 
on Memorial Day. We had to 
fertilize again and water extra 
to keep them open for the 
festival. 
“It worked We had enough 
flowers to go around. They 
weren't of commercial quality, 
because the stems were weak, 
but they were good enough for 
parade floats." said Adams. 


As it is the flowers are 
planted the first week of 
March, if everything goes well 
That gives them plenty of grow­ 
ing time should the weather 
turn nasty all spring 
In between that time and the 
day before the parade when 
they re harvested, the flowers 
receive the tender loving care 
that goes with any other crop. 
According to Adams they get 
a couple of side dressings of fer­ 
tilizer about five waterings, a 
couple of hoeings and are 
cultivated twice They re afco 
sprayed for pests, although 
Adams says bugs and disease 
have never been much trouble 
All of that for enough white, 
purple, red. yellow and blue 
blossoms to decorate floats for 
one parade 
The Chamber of Commerce 
foots the bill for the flowers, 
which this year will amount to 
about 13 700. according to direc­ 
tor Earl Sweetland The con­ 
tract calls for 13,000 commer­ 
cial quality blossoms 
“We found this was the best 
way to get the flowers grown." 
said Sweetland 
"We tried 
growing them ourselves, for a 
time and having high school 
kids harvest them, but it was 
too much trouble " 
Harvesting is where most of 
the labor comes in Workers go 
through the fields and pull the 
flowers up The roots are cut off 
and the stems placed in buckets 
of water. 
The buckets full of flowers 
are then taken to the city cor­ 
porate yard where the various 
groups building floats come and 
get their quotas 
Adams doesn’t have anything 
to do w ith 
th e a c tu a l 
harvesting, leaving that up to a 
former commercial flower 
grower. Norman Glynn 
For Adams, who farms about 
80 acres all together, growing 
the flowers can be a bit 
troublesome, even though 
profitable 
“You have one little area of 
three acres or so you have to set 
up and then tear down, set up 
and tear down — it can be a 
pain." he said. 
If things remain as they are. 
both parties intend to have the 
same arrangement next year, 
contrary to speculation Adams 
says as long as it s profitable 
he'll probably grow the flowers 
and the chamber has no plans to 
contract with anybody eise 
After all, the sweet smell of a 
successful operation kind of 
grows on you.

By 11 p m last night, a crew 
from Swiftair complemented 
by senior Master Sgt. Paul J. 
McGehee and Staff Sgt Randy

ing to lift the downed aircraft 
by the use of airbags inserted 
under wings and filled by a 
small portable compressor.

WASHINGTON iU P D -F o r­ 
mer President Richard M Nix­ 
on voluntarily submitted to 
questioning by W atergate 
prosecutors and two grand 
jurors Monday and Tuesday, it 
was revealed today. 
Chief U.S. D istrict Judge 
George L Hart Jr., at Nixon’s 
request, disclosed that the ex­ 
amination had been made. 
The transcript of the inter­ 
view , how ever, rem ained 
sealed as part of the grand jury 
investigation. 
Nixon’s lawyer, Herbert J. 
Miller, said the former presi­ 
dent’s appearance was "volun­ 
tary” and not under subpoena. 
M iller said the testim ony 
covered a wide range of areas 
which the special prosecutor 
"desired to interrogate him 
about,” 
The current grand jury, 
scheduled to end its work July 
3. is the third and final grand 
jury specifically assign^ to 
Watergate matters. It has been 
investigating a series of Water­ 
gate-related m atters. 
Nixon was one of about 20 un­ 
indicted co-conspirators in the 
Watergate coverup, although 
prosecutors said later he would 
have been indicted had he not 
been President at the time the 
coverup indictm ents 
were 
handed down March 1,1974. 
Nixon’s health kept him from 
being called to testify in the 
threemonth coverup trial which 
ended Jan. 1 with the convic- 
* tions of his former close aides 
Jo h n N. M itc h e ll, H .R . 
Haldeman, John D. Ehrlichman 
and Robert C. Mardian. 


Colby tells 
of mistakes 


NEWPORT. R.I. (UPI) ~ 
CIA Director William Colby has 
had some rough audiences dur­ 
ing the past several months. 
But he found a sympathetic one 
at the Naval War College —and 
took the occasion to concede the 
agency had made some mis­ 
takes. 
However. Colby said Thurs­ 
day the American spy system 
has undergone major changes 
and that he is attempting to 
alter its cloak-and-dagger im­ 
age. 
He told a predom inately 
military audience attending a 
forum on national security the 
CIA involved itself in "some 
things which now are clearly 
wrong. 
"The old image of 1947 does 
not fit the new reality of 1975. It 
doesn’t fit the new reality of 
public opinion in 1975 and it 
doesn’t fit the new reality of the 
actual workings of intelligence 
in 1975,” he said. 
"It should be made crystal 
clear that CIA’s role is in 
foreign intelligence,” he said. 
He added it should be on "very 
strong direct notice never to go 
over the edge of that limit as we 
did on a few ocassions in the 
past. 
"American intelligence is im­ 
portant to our country. It is also 
the best in the world, and 
American intelligence is in 
danger,” he said. 
"Intelligence has changed 
over the years. It did overstep 
its bounds. It did do some things 
which now are clearly wrong.”

Miller said in a statement 
that Nixon was questioned for 
11 hours over the course of two 
days by prosecutors and the 
grand jurors. 
"It was the former presi­ 
dent’s desire to cooperate with 
the office of the special 
prosecutor,” he said. 
"The examination covered a 
wide range of subjects,” Miller 
said without elaborating. 
. "It was Mr. Nixon’s feeling in 
view of the anticipated length 
of his testimony, the present 
state of his health and the com­

The last spy case, Boynton 
said, was in the summer of 1973 
when an Air Force sergeant 
was convicted after attempting 
to pass secret material to a 
Soviet contact in New York.

Kissinger's role 
as adviser rapped 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
attempt to rush a new middle- 
income housing bill through 
Congress has collapsed in a dis­ 
pute over how much banks and 
other mortgage lenders could 
c h a r g e 
f or 
h a n d l i n g 
government-subsidized 
mort­ 
gages. 
The fight potentially involved 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
It m eant adoption of a 
measure to replace the 61.35 
billion Democratic bill Presi­ 
dent Ford vetoed Tuesday will 
have to await Congress’ return 
from a July 4th holiday. 
To replace that measure, the 
Senate Thursday passed, 94-0, a 
bill tailored to Ford’s specifica­ 
tions. It gave the administra­ 
tion authority to release on its 
timetable and at its discretion 
$10 billion for the government 
pqrchase of home mortgages at 
subsidized interest rates of 7.5 
per cent. 
The bill would have imposed 
a limit of 1 per cent on the fees 
and points banks, savings and 
loan institutions, and other 
mortgage lenders could charge 
for handling the mortgages. A 
. p o i n t - i s a fee paid by a 
homebuyer equal to 1 per cent 
of the price of a house. 
When the House approved the 
Senate bill, it removed the I per 
cent limit on fees and points. 
That would have perm itted 
mortgage lenders to charge 
more for handling mortgages 
bearing attractive, subsidized 
interest rates. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gress has approved and sent to 
P resident Ford em ergency 
legislation designed to save 
about 250,000 persons from los­ 
ing 
unemployment benefits 
June 30. 
'The Senate and House Thurs­ 
day voted to extend a law 
providing jobless workers with 
up to 65 weeks of benefits. 
President Ford was expected 
to sign the bill. 
The current law expires June 
30. Unless the extension is ap­ 
proved. workers would be eligi­ 
ble to collect compensation for 
only U weeks of joblessness. 
The bill passed by voice vote 
in the House and 83-3 in the 
Senate. Voting against the 
measure were Sens. William 
Scott. R-Va.; Jesse Helms, R- 
N.C., and Jam es McClure. R- 
Idaho. 
The bill also provides 39 
weeks of benefits to workers 
not covered by regular state un­ 
employment 
compensation 
programs. 
Mostly, these are employes of 
state and local governments, 
farm workers and household 
domestics. 
The legislation —a compro­ 
mise between Senate and House 
bills —extends the extra 13 
week period of benefits to Dec. 
31. 1975. 
After that, com pensation 
would be paid for only 39 weeks 
in states with under five per 
cent unemployment among in­ 
sured workers. In states where 
the unemployment rate among 
insured workers is between five 
and six per cent, payments 
would be available for 52 
weeks. 
The legislation did not deal 
with insured workers in states 
where unemployment runs over 
6 per cent after Dec. 31. 
In addition, seven states and 
Puerto Rico would be given 
three more years to repay loans 
f r o m t he f e d e r a l u n e m ­ 
ployment compensation fund. 
Without the grace period, they 
would have to impose higher 
tax rates upon employers.

Two FBI agents killed 
in 'prepared ambush' 


Rocky reported 
ready to run 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
While publicly saying he is not a 
candidate for 1976, Vice Presi­ 
dent Nelson Rockefeller is 
ready to run. 
Rockefeller has said numer­ 
ous times it is up to President 
Ford to decide if he wants him 
on the team next year. 
"He should be free to choose, 
after he is nominated by the 
convention, who he wants to run 
with him and I don’t personally 
want to put any pressure on 
him,” Rockefeller said recent­ 
ly- 


OGLALA, S.D. (UPI) - Two 
FBI agents trying to serve a 
warrant in this Pine Ridge In­ 
dian Reservation village were 
shot down and killed in a 
“ prepared ambush.” the FBI 
said today. 
About 250 rifle-carrying FBI 
agents and Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fairs police searched house to 
house through the broken 
countryside for the killers. 
The FBI men were protected 
by flak jackets, guarding 
against a burst of gunfire like 
that which Thursday killed two 
agents outside a plain grey ce­ 
ment house which housed from 
20 to 30 persons FBI officials 
said the Indians were lying in 
wait for them. 
One Indian was shot and kil­ 
led in the gun battle that 
developed around the house, at 
the end of a dusty road about 
three-quarters of a mile from a 
main route through the south­ 
ern border of the 3,000-square- 
mile reservation. 
When the agents were shot 
down they were seeking one 
man on a charge of kidnaping 
and assault with a deadly 
weapon. 
"The Indians had bunkers— 
trenches.” said an FBI spokes­ 
man in Washington, confirming 
earlier reports from state of­ 
ficials. "For all purposes it was 
a prepared ambush.” 
He said the two men slain 
were in a car several miles 
ahead of a backup car occupied 
by one agent. 


They got out of their car and 
came under immediate fire; 
the second car was disabled by 
gunfire but the agent, unhurt, 
radioed for help. A shootout 
developed as other officers hur­ 
ried to the scene and the 
Indian—wearing a jacket taken 
from one of the dead agents— 
was killed in the ensuing gun­ 
fire.

The report is based on a study 
by a commission appointed by 
President Nixon and Congress 
in 1972 on reorpnization of 
foreign affairs. The panel is 
headed by retired Ambassador 
Robert Murphy. 


Sources said the report reco­ 
mends replacem ent of CIA 
director William Colby with a 
non-career official, proposes 
changing the name of the CIA to 
the Fo r ei gn I nt e l li g en ce 
Agency and moving the office 
of the director to the White 
House complex where he would 


have easy access to the Presi­

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Senate 
votes pay 
increase 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
State senators, declaring they 
worked hard and deserved it, 
voted to raise legislative 
salaries 10 per cent next year 
from 121,120 to $23,232 
There were no votes to spare 
on the 27-17 roll call, the bare 
two-thirds margin required, 
which sent the pay raise bill to 
the Assembly after an emotion­ 
al debate Thursday. 
The proposed raise would 
cost taxpayers $383,000 a year 
beginning Dec. 6, 1976. 
It would amount to a five per 
cent raise for this year and five 
per cent for next year, the max­ 
imum allowed by the constitu­ 
tion Senate President Pro Tern 
James R Mills noted the rate 
was smaller than raises given 
other state workers and less 
than the climb of inflation. 
M ills managed the b ill 
(SB610) on the floor and spent 
more than half of the day 
rounding up support from 
legislators who were hesitant 
about possible political reac­ 
tion. 
“ If we were voting for anyone 
else’s salary in California, we 
wouldn’t be voting a five per 
cent annual increase because 
we wouldn’t think it was ade­ 
quate,” said Mills 
Senators generally agreed 
during the debate that they 
work long hours and some said 
they have difficulty meeting 
their expenses on their current 
pay. They also noted their 
salaries are below the pay of 
judges, high ranking civil ser­ 
vice workers, some county 
supervisors and officials in the 
executive branch. 
"I deserve a raise.” declared 
freshman Sen. Nate Holden, D- 
Culver City. 
But Sen. H.L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, said now was not the 
time to vote the increase. 
“ This body should be showing 
leadership by holding the line 
until we get the economy turned 
around.” he said. 
In the Assembly, Speaker Leo 
T. McCarthy, D-San Francisco, 
said he supported the pay raise 
and predicted it stood a sound 
chance of passage. 
But McCarthy reiterated his 
hope that other emoluments of 
legislative office, such as $30 a 
day in tax-free expense allow­ 
ances and up to $22> a month for 
a car, could be consolidated 
into a flat salary in the range of 
$45,000 to $50,000 a year. 
McCarthy wants an independ­ 
ent commission to determine 
exactly what the salary should 
be.

Retirement hike 
measure okayed 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Legislation providing a $45 mil­ 
lion increase in retirement and 
survivor benefits for the state’s 
c iv il servan ts has won 
overwhelming passage from 
the Assembly. 
The measure (SB877) by Sen. 
Clare Berryhill, R-Ceres, was 
passed on a 72-1 vote Thursday 
and returned to the Senate for 
concurrence in amendments. 
The bill includes a $4.8 mil­ 
lion “ catchup” cost-of-living in­ 
crease for retired state workers 
ranging from 15 per cent for 
those who retired before 1966 to 
three per cent for those who 
retired by the end of 1973. 
The benefits are not included 
in the 8.5 per cent public 
employe pay increase. 
The increase includes em­ 
ployes of the University of 
California, who were left out of 
the $65 million benefits meas­ 
ure passed by the legislature 
last year, but received an in­ 
crease through a separate 
measure 
The Berryhill bill would also 
include $4 8 million to increase 
the state share of the retire­ 
ment fund to $9 per person, in­ 
creases the state share of the 
cost of health insurance to 85 
per cent and increases by 25 per 
cent survivors benefits for 
fam ilies of employes not 
covered by social security.

State budget approved 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Rushing toward summer vaca­ 
tion, the legislature sent Gov. 
Edmund G Brown Jr. a belated 
$11.5 billion state budget and a 
bitterly fought bill reducing 
m arijuana penalties. The 
Senate also approved a 10 per 
cent pay raise for legislators. 
The measures were among 
hundreds of bills that stacked 
up in a traditional log-jam as 
tonight’s deadline neared for 
the start of a month-long 
recess 
It was brown-bag lunches and 
all-day sessions Thursday as 
the Assembly gave final ap­ 
proval to the budget, 11 days 
later than it was supposed to 
under the constitution. The 
record spending package, pas­ 
sed on a 68-9 vote, holds the 
promise of no tax increases for 
Californians this year. 


The Senate, meantime, ac­ 
cepted minor amendments and 
voted final approval to the 
marijuana bill by a 22-15 
margin. It softens all penalties 
for possession and, in for small 
amounts, ends the threat of jail 
or arrest. 
The bill (SB95) by Senate 
Dem ocratic floor leader 
George Moscone. a candidate 
for mayor of liberal San Fran­ 
cisco. would reduce the max­ 
imum possible penalty for hav­ 
ing marijuana from a felony 
and 10 years in state prison to a 
misdemeanor and a year in 
county jail. 
For an ounce or less, a 
violator would be given a cita­ 
tion at the scene and told to 
report to court where the max­ 
imum punishment would be a 
$100 fine. 
Brown has said he favors 


such a bill. 
On a 27-12 vote, the bare two- 
thirds majority required, the 
Senate also approved and sent 
to the Assembly a bill (SB610) 
to raise salaries for legislators 
from $21,120 to $23,232 starting 
in 17 months. 
The pay raise would amount 
to a five per cent increase for 
this year and five per cent for 
next year, the maximum al­ 
lowed by the constitution 
Senate President Pro Tern 
James R Mills. D-San Diego, 
the sponsor of the legislation, 
argued strongly that legislators 
deserved the raise and should 
not hesitate in taking it.

Colombia 
state of 
siege 


BOGOTA. Colombia (UPI) — 
President Alfonso Lopez Mich- 
elsen has declared a state of 
siege in Colombia in an attempt 
to stop an outbreak of kidnap- 
ings. guerrilla attacks and anti- 
government protests. 
“ We live in a situation of ab­ 
normality that must be ended.” 
the 61-year-old president said 
Thursday night in announcing 
the tough decree to his nation of 
23 million 
The state of siege, which 
suspended personal liberties, 
gave military tribunals authori­ 
ty to try such crimes as kidnap­ 
ing, sedition, rebellion, arson, 
illegal possession of weapons 
and attacks on police officers. 
Lopez told a nationwide 
television audience of the 
“ unusual frequency” of such 
crimes during his 10 months in 
office and blamed them on 
“ organizations I would not 
hesitate to call mafias.” 
A left-wing guerrilla group 
lured an army patrol into a 
jungle minefield in northern 
Colombia last Tuesday and 
drove off helicopters flying in 
reinforcements. Three soldiers 
and three guerrillas died. 
Kidnapers have abducted at 
least 14 persons, including an 
honorary consul, in Colombia 
this year and student-worker 
protests have rocked three 
cities 
Lopez, in defending the state 
of siege decree, described the 
guerrilla attack by the National 
Liberation Army as “ a martial 
law case, not a police case.” 
He said his left-of-center 
coalition would not “ use the 
state of siege in any way as a 
political weapon to stifle con­ 
troversy between the gov­ 
ernment and the opposition.” 
He said the measure would 
only be used “ to guarantee the 
tranquility of the population, 
which has been threatened in so 
many ways.” 
Lopez declared a state of 
siege two weeks ago in the 
cities of Medellin. Cali and Bar- 
ranquilla after a series of 
violent student and labor 
demonstrations. 
The government had issued 
similar decrees during guerril­ 
la fighting in the early 1970s and 
a 15-year civil war between the 
two leading political parties in 
the 1950s and 1960s.

Brown gets pot measure 
denied 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
legislature has sent Gov. Ed­ 
mund G Brown Jr. a controver­ 
sial bill to soften heavy 
criminal penalties for posses­ 
sion of an ounce of marijuana 
and substitute a maximum $100 
fine instead. 
Brown, who supports the con­ 
cept of reducing marijuana 
sanctions, has 12 days after 
receiving the legislation to act 
on it. 
If he signs the bill, the 
measure would take effect on 
Jan. 1. But supporters have 
forecast that police will unoffi­ 
cially quit making marijuana “ - 


busts” the day the governor en­ 
dorses it. 


Under the proposal ( SB95 ) by 
Sen. George Moscone. a Demo­ 
cratic candidate for mayor of 
San Franisco, law enforcement 
officers would issue a traffic 
ticket-style citation to of­ 
fenders with an ounce or less of 
marijuana in their possession. 
The maximum fine would be 
$100 


Existing law makes it a mis­ 
demeanor, punishable by six 
months in jail, for possession of 
any amount of marijuana. In 
addition, simple possesion of 
Senate rejects election 
financing measure, 17-19 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Legislation establishing a sys­ 
tem of partial taxpayer financ­ 
ing of state general election 
campaigns has been defeated 
by the Senate. 
The measure (SB440). which 
also would strictly limit cam­ 
paign contributions, was reject­ 
ed Thursday on a 17-19 vote, 
four short of approval. The 
author. Sen Anthony Beilenson, 
D-Los Angeles, was granted 
reconsideration to bring the bill 
up again later. 
Supporters said the bill would 
blunt the influence of special in­ 
terest groups in politics. Oppo­ 
nents argued public election 
financing is costly and “ chips 
away” at political freedoms. 
The measure would cover 
only general election races for 


the legislature, the governor­ 
ship and other statewide con­ 
stitutional offices. Under the 
plan, individual private dona­ 
tions to candidates would be 
limited to $100, but there would 
be no limit on the overall 
amount a candidate could 
amass. 
Candidates would then re­ 
ceive $2 from the state treasury 
to match each $1 they receive in 
outside contributions up to 
specific limits, depending on 
the office. 
Legislative analyst A. Alan 
Post has estim ated the 
measure would cost taxpayers 
up to $8 million the first year 
legislative election, and $16 
million during in a year when 
the governor and other state of­ 
ficers are up for election.

Peres said the federal gov­ 
ernment would be responsible 
for defense and foreign affairs, 
but the states would be in 
charge of education, police and 
the courts. 


The defense minister, in an 
interview with the Tel Aviv 
newspaper Davar. described 
his proposal as an “ honorable 
solution’’ to the quarter- 
century Middle East conflict. 


Peres said the federal go­ 
vernment. which would encom­ 
pass all of Palestine before the 
creation of Israel in 1948. could 
lead to a “ genuine peace” in the 
region 


Egypt captured the Gaza 
Strip. Jordan seized the West 
Bank and Israel took the rest of 
Palestine during the Jewish 
State's war of independence in 
1948 Israel conquered Gaza and 
the West Bank in the 1967 Mid­ 
dle East War. 


Peres said his plan would 
create “ a desirable and worka­ 
ble system of relations 
be­ 
tween the Arabs living in the 
occupied territories and the 
Jewish population of Israel. 


Jews, who have a majority of

ment But the Arabs would run

Little League survives 
Invasion wasn't bad 


They were right. Those experts who 
warned us that girls would spoil Little 
League baseball were absolutely right 
Little League, under heavy pressure, 
opened the door to girls this season 
nationwide 
Because there is a large girls' softball 
program in Lompoc, it was expected that 
the female turnout for Little League 
here would be light. And it was. Less 
than 10 girls tried out in the Lompoc Lit­ 
tle League and Village-Hills Little 
League 
But those few girls, seven of whom 
lasted the season, may have been enough 
to subvert the entire program. 
How’> Well, it seems that the girls, for 
the most part, have fit in so well with 
their team s and have been such super 
pioneers, that their m anagers say they 
would love to have more girls 
"If all girls were like Cheryl, I 
wouldn’t take anything else but girls ” 
That's what Benny Payne, coach of the 
Village-Hills Twins (minor league) says 
about his star thirdbasegirl, Cheryl 
McLain 
"I wouldn't trade her for five boys.” 
That’s what Lora Cordero, manager of 
the Lompoc Little League Giants (minor 
league) says about her star firstbasegirl, 
Darlene Bryson 
Cheryl and Darlene are probably the 
most talented females in their respec­ 
tive leagues. Three other girls play 
downtown, two other in the Village None 
have played yet on the m ajor league 
level 
It was supposed to be the little boys 
who would suffer from having to play 
with little girls on their team s. But the 
suffering never materialized 
"The reaction is tremendous toward 
the girls from the other m em bers of the 
team ,” says Cordero, who has two of the 
girls on her team. 
Cordero, by the way, is the first and 
only woman manager in the downtown 
league, which is another story 
(“There was an opening, and I said. 
Why not?’ Therd were a couple other 
managers who wouldn't shake my hand, 
but outside of that, there’s been no real 
problem” ) 
As for Cheryl McLain, 
"All the boys kind of look up to her as a 
leader,” says Payne. "They all respect 
her and treat her as one of the guys.” 
• 


It wasn’t easy for Darlene Bryson to 
break into the Lompoc Little League. 
“ In the beginning, there was a lot of 
hassle,” says Lora Cordero, Giants’ 
manager, “ th ey gave her a hard time. 
Racial things.” 
Darlene is black, and some of the fans, 
including adults, made like redneck 
bench jockeys, according to Cordero.

"Darlene is an outstanding player, no 
getting around it ” 
Meanwhile, those fans with little 
league IQs have apparently been dis­ 
couraged 
"The fans respond to h er,” says 
Cordero, “ because she's such a colorful, 
beautiful player.”

Azores' spotlight 


SAN MIGUEL, Azores - You arrive 
here after three weeks on the ocean dur­ 
ing which you hold your portable short­ 
wave radio in your hand, tilting it this 
way 
and that, 
anxious to hear not 
whether England has voted in favor of 
the Common Market, or whether New 
York City has been turned over to a col­ 
lection agency, or whether the Senate 
Committee has discovered it was the 
C.I.A. that put a price on Jesse Jam es’ 
head 
You are trying to 
hear only a single 
thing: a beep out of 
Washington that tells 
you exactly what time 
it is. B ecau se for 
every four seconds 
that your watch is off, 
your navigation will be 
off by one full mile. 
And since the island of 
San Miguel is sliver- 
thin, and is regularly 
surrounded by clouds, 


it requires only that your ship’s watch be 
off a half-minute or so to permit you to 
glide right by the damned thing, hurtling 
toward the Iberian Peninsula. 


But once here, you rush to the 
American Consulate and start reading 
greedily everything in sight. Everything 
in sight is two copies of last week’s Paris 
Tribune, one Time Magazine, no New 


York Times, no Washington Post, no real 
sense of any crucial involvement in the 
chancellories of the world that can’t be 
coped with by our army base, one 
Azorean island down the way, where we 
keep all kinds of things useful in any in­ 
ternational emergency. 


The big news in Ponta Delgada, the 
biggest city in the Azores, on an island 
that has half the Azores’ population, 
which is approximately equal to that of 
the Bahamas, is the demonstration of 
June 6th. These are a docile people, and 
demonstrations happen very infrequent­ 
ly. This one had as its base discrimatory 
economic legislation from the mainland. 
Although fertilizer is more expensive 
here than in Portugal, nevertheless 
Lisbon was telling the dairy farmers 
here to charge less money for milk. 


In less time than it would take you to 
walk down the length of the Salazar Quay 
(great nomenclature reform has not yet 
set in under the new regime), crowds 
had paralyzed traffic and had seized the 
radio station. Having seized the station, 
they didn’t quite know what to transmit 
on it, so they settled for some traditional 
Azorean music, plus one exuberant call 
to inter-island solidarity. 


Lisbon reacted with considerable 
speed, and economic "reforms” were 
promulgated. These include a demand 
that Portugal promote the Azores in the 


tourist world. Much on this end needs to 
be done, it being virtually as difficult to 
find out anything about tourist condi­ 
tions in the Azores, as it is to locate them 
- a great pity, because they are diverse 
and magnificent. 
The Azores are very valuable to Lisbon 
not because Lisbon has any positive use 
for them, but because the United States 
has a great need for them for so long as 
the United States is pledged to help its 
NATO partners and other allies in 
Europe. Lisbon knows, moreover, that 
there are no ideological discontents of 
any consequence on the Azores, and that 
if they moved Lenin’s stiff over here for 
a cultural exchange visit, it probably 
couldn’t scare up more than a few dozen 
pilgrims — a fisherman or two — and no 
college students. Because (can you 
believe it!) there isn’t a college in the 
Azores. If you want higher education, 
you go to Lisbon for it. 
Here there are just the islands, 
primitive but hardly comatose; stable, 
uninterested in adventurism; as Por­ 
tuguese as the mainlanders, but un­ 
disposed to play kamikaze with Lisbon 
ideologues. After this first test, they 
have shown that they command the 
shrewd respect of Lisbon. But on the 
general point, more in the next column. 
Meanwhile, anyone who has the exact 
tim e, p lease give it to WWV in 
Washington and ask them to emit a little 
more juice.

Pulling no punches Governor Jerry 
Brown has again vigorously protested 
the largesse exhibited by the UC Regents 
in providing mansions for the UC presi­ 
dent and chancellors. 
In attendance at the regents June 
meeting in Los Angeles, in his role of ex­ 
officio regent, Brown denounced the ap­ 
propriation by the regents of $260,000 to 
cover maintenance, services and ser­ 
vants in connection with 11 mansions 
given the top administrators at no cost to 
them. 
"If you look at what these cost to buy 
and maintain it is ridiculous," he ex­ 
ploded. "The idea of housing this kind of 
official in aristocratic fashion may have 
been all right when the university was 
something apart from the rest of society. 
But it is not consistent with the missions 
and purposes of a modern state univer- 
sity.” 
He might have added that the idea of 
furnishing housing of any kind for these 
officials who receive salaries nearly as 
great as the governor, or in the case of 
the UC president substantially more than 
that paid the governor, is a constant irri­ 
tant to the students, professors and the 
taxpayers who foot the university bills. 
True, in the case of the maintenance 
money, the taxpayers no longer provide 
that since the Legislature disapproved 
the continuance of the housing last year 
and eliminated the funds from the 
budget. 
This did not deter the regents from 
their stubborn insistence to provide the 
housing. They promptly delved into trust 
funds to substitute the deleted money. 
That, of course, left that much less to put 
into educational programs. This says 
nothing for the money which might be 
realized for educational goals through 
the sale of the mansions, some of which 
are valued in excess of $1 million. 


That there was no symbolism in his ob­ 
jections seems clear from the fact that 
he has been unyielding in his position. 
Furthermore, in his own situation, he 
has not only elected to live in quarters of 
his own choosing but is insisting upon 
paying the full rental value for his 
quarters out of his own salary even 
though the apartment building is c 
ied 
by the state. 


Obviously it is as much an irritant to 
the governor as it is to the taxpayers and 
foreshadows things to come. One must 
be a continued hardline on UC budget re­ 
quests. This would only be a natural 
reaction in a situation where those 
pleading for money show little inclina­ 
tion to husband what they already have. 
Another that could be expected is a 
refusal to consider the reappointment of 


any present regent. 
The latter consequence probably was 
in the cards anyway since Brown, like 
other critics of the regents, has come to 
a belief that it too long has operated as 
an exclusive club for millionaires and is 
insensitive to the real needs of the stu­ 
dents. The housing issue does nothing to 
belay such an opinion. 
While there is some indication that the 
Legislature, having taken the firm posi­ 
tion against furnishing housing for both 
UC officials and those at the state col­ 
leges, would rest and give the regents 
time to phase out the program, there is 


also some signs that they will not wait in­ 
definitely. 
. 
Speaker Leo McCarthy has charged 
majority leader Howard Berman with 
exploring the need for a full legislative 
examination of the UC trust funds. Such 
a duty is explicit in the constitution 
which mandates the Legislature to in­ 
sure compliance by UC with terms of en­ 
dowments and the security of its trust 
funds. 
In the meantime the Legislature 
should deduct $260,000 from each budget 
request of UC until the regents come to 
their senses.

Finding answers 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The 
United States could well profit from the 
example of the saber tooth tiger. 
This animal is extinct. It was unable to 
adapt to new conditions. 
Recently collected 
data d em on strates 
that this sam e in­ 
ability to adjust to 
change is growing at 
an alarming rate in 
both industry and 
government. 
There’s a noticeable 
lag in shifting direc­ 
tion to cope with new 
discoveries in science 
and technology. 
This is costly in that billions are 
poured into obsolete system s. And 
dangerous in that it w eakens our 
defenses and industry’s ability to com­ 
pete. Economically it breeds inflation 
and slows the rate at which wages and 
profits grow. And it leads to dangerous 
shortages — in energy, for one. 
Take an example which few talk about, 
the estimated $2 billion being poured into 
the first liquid metal fast breeder reac- 


toThis started out as an exceedingly 
worthwhile, if expensive, project. It was 
clear from the beginning that we would 
run short o! petroleum eventually. 
Conventional nuclear power plants use 
uranium at far too rapid a rate. That 
something had to be done was recognized 
here, in Japan and in Western Europe. 
Until recently it appeared, at least to 
many of those concerned, that research 


and development in the breeder reactor, 
which turns out nuclear fuel as a 
byproduct, would be worth every cent of 
the $2 billion cost of the first projected 
demonstration power plant. 
But science moves on. Of late it has 
become clear that lasers could be used 
effectively for the efficient separation of 
substances — especially economical 
relatively when the substance to be 
separated is one part in 140, and even 
more so when the separation involves ex­ 
tracting one part in 5.000. 
This changes the nuclear power pic­ 
ture. It now makes the separation of fuel 
needed for the heavy water reactor so 
cheap that this "simpler" form of 
nuclear power producer seems much 
more feasible for the intermediate 
future than the more complicated liquid 
metal fast breeder type. It stretches the 
available uranium 10 times, meaning 
that supplies will probably last 100 years 
or so. By then, presumably, we will have 
developed a fusion reactor or some other 
type using even cheaper fuels. 
The time has come, therefore, to cut 
back sharply on the exceedingly expen­ 
sive liquid metal fast breeder reactor 
development and divert hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars of this money into more 
promising fields. 
But the government and the scientific 
community are showing great reluc­ 
tance to even consider such a cutback. 
Too many top flight men are committed 
to the program. Prestige is at stake. 
This is but one exam ple — In 
Washington there are dozens more pro­ 
jects of great magnitude and hundreds of 


middle and minor cutbacks and shifts 
which should be carried out immediately 
to take advantage of new knowledge. 


But before we too quickly jeer at 
Washington, we had better look to our 
own local private industries where reluc­ 
tance to change is frequently equally 
great, leading to higher prices, higher 
unemployment and to products which 
are not of the quality we should be get­ 
ting. 


In some cases the research is available 
and the required engineering known. In 
other cases, the new research lines are 
not being followed because the univer­ 
sity and company laboratories are too 
busy following research dominated by 
"last year’s" knowledge .. or even the 
knowledge of a decade ago

House warns 
State on 
Arrests break counterfeit conspiracy 


NEW DELHI (UFI) — Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi has as­ 
sumed virtually absolute power 
in India, jailing hundreds of 
political opponents and impos­ 
ing press censorship in the 
world s largest democracy. 
Government spokesmen said 
676 persons were arrested in the 
lightning-fast crackdown but 
opposition leaders put the 
figure as high as 3.500. 
Mrs. Gandhi, who declared a 
two-month state of emergency 
across India Thursday, said the 
arrests were necessary to com­ 
bat a “widespread conspiracy" 
that threatened the nation s in­ 
ternal security. 
Most of those jailed had led 
demands for Mrs. Gandhi s 
resignation following her con­ 
viction two weeks ago on 
charges of corrupt campaign 
practices 


After the crackdown, similar 
to the mass arrests ordered by 
Mrs Gandhi last year to break 
a nationwide rail strike, the 
government's chief information 
officer said the situation was 
“generally peaceful throughout 
the country.” 
But he said there had been 
some cases of demonstrators 
taking to the streets to protest 
the government action. In 
Ahmedebad, capital of the west 
coast state of Gujarat, police 
fired tear gas to disperse stone- 
throwing mobs 
In New Delhi, government of­ 
fices operated normally and 
there were no reported demon- 
stations 
Government orders 
prohibited carrying firearms, 
shouting slogans and holding 
public meetings or demonstra­ 
tions in the capital. 
The government closed inter­ 


national telephone and telex 
lines at noon Thursday but 
restored them about eight hours 
later after imposing censorship 
of outgoing news copy.

U.S. diplomats fear the action 
may upset negotiations now go­ 
ing on between the United 
States and Panama to revise 
the 1903 canal treaty and that it 
might even hurt U.S. relations 
with the rest of Latin America 
By a vote of 246 to 164 Thurs­ 
day, the House said no funds 
can be used “to negotiate the 
surrender or relinquishment of 
United States rights in the 
Panama Canal.” 
Rep. Gene Snyder, D-Ky, 
author of the provision, which 
was adopted as an amendment 
to an appropriations bill for the 
State Department and other 
agencies, said “rabble rousers” 
in the Panamanian government 
were trying to force the United 
States out of the Canal Zone 
with threats of guerrilla war­ 
fare. 


STOCKTON, Calif (UPI) - 
Narcotics agents have arrested 
eight men allegedly involved in 
a conspiracy to pass $72 million 
in counterfeit U.S. Treasury 
notes 
Officials said members of the 
group also were suspected of 
trafficking in narcotics, auto­ 
matic weapons and stolen 
property. 
Donald Heller, assistant U.S. 
Attorney, said none of the 
Treasury certificates was 
recovered in the raids Thurs­ 
day. He said agents had 
reported the conspirators were 
trying to sell 72 phony $1- 
million Treasury notes 
The arrests followed indict­ 
ments handed up Wednesday by 
a federal grand jury in 
Sacramento, Calif. The case 


reportedly was developed by 
undercover agents who spent 
six months investigating co­ 
caine dealing in Northern 
California. 
Mel Cozzalio, supervising 
agent for the State Bureau of 
Narcotics Enforcement, said 
the undercover agents were 
solicited to take part in 
criminal acts, including mur­ 
der, obstruction of justice and 
purchase of stolen property. 
Further details were not 
available because the investiga­ 
tion was continuing, he said 
Heller said the counterfeit 
Treasury notes apparently 
were printed somewhere in the 
East and brought to the West 
Coast for distribution. 
Federal and state narcotics 
agents and local police arrested 


Louis Maro, 70, a jeweler and 
partner in an adult book store; 
Andrew Barlupi, 54. an associ­ 
ate in the bookstore; Maurice 
Ringer. 54. described as a loan 
middleman; John J Barkett, 
49, a disbarred attorney; Jef­ 
fery Barkett, 29, his brother, 
Elvin L. Jones, a liquor store 
operator . William Lee Walker , 
and Willie Ed Phillips, a 
lawyer. 
Phillips, of San Francisco, 
charged with conspiracy and 
sale of cocaine, was not linked 
to the alleged Treasury note 
scheme. 
The other seven suspects, all 
from Stockton, were charged 


with conspiracy to sell counter­ 
feit Treasury notes 
Barlupi 
also was accused of conspiracy

NEW YORK (UPI) - A pilot 
who landed at Kennedy Airport 
just before the approach of the 
Eastern Airlines plane that 
crashed with the loss of 110 
lives suggested closing the 
runway because of severe 
winds, federal investigators 
have disclosed 
The runway was not shut 
down, but it was reported the 
captain of the jetliner which 
crashed was advised by the con­ 
trol tower of turbulent wind 
conditions. 
Fourteen survivors remained 
in hospitals today with injuries 
suffered when Eastern’s flight 
66 from New Orleans crashed 
Tuesday along Rockaway 
Boulevard in a thunderstorm. 
Authorities have identitied 30 
of the bodies. All but one of the 
injured have been identified. 
Unconscious and badly bur­ 
ned, the unidentified male sur­ 


vivor at Jamaica Hospital has 
become the last thread of hope 
for relatives of those aboard the 
plane not yet listed as among 
the dead. 
“It would be hundreds easily 
because evidently he’s the only 
hope for so many people There 
are so many unaccounted for,” 
a hospital spokesman said 
Thursday. 
Edward Slattery Jr., spokes­ 
man for the National Transpor­ 
tation Safety Board, said Thurs­ 
day that when a Flying Tiger 
Line DC-8 cargo plane made its 
approach at 3:56 p.m., its pilot 
complained of “wind shear and 
turbulence.” 
After the landing, the pilot 
radioed the control tower: “- 
Maybe you should have closed 
the runway,” Slattery said. 
“Wind shear” is described as 
opposing wind currents at dif­ 
ferent altitude levels.
